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Notes  on  the  Indices  of 


The  attached  tables  present  indices  of  agricultural 
production  for  28  countries  of  Africa  and  constitute  a 
revision  of  the  indices  that  were  published  by  the 
Economic  Research  Service  in  November  i961. 

As  in  the  previous  study,  these  indices  have  been  cal- 
culated on  a postwar  base  (average  1952-53  - 1954-55) . 

For  the  countries  in  Northern  Africa  production  data  for 
1957-58,  1958-59,  1959-60,  1960-61,  and  1961-62  have 
been  revised  to  incorporate  more  recent  refinements  in 
crop  estimates,  and  those  for  1962-63  have  been  added. 

In  a few  instances  revisions  in  the  data  for  the  base 
period  were  also  made.  For  the  countries  in  Southern 
Africa  production  data  for  1957-51,  1950-59,  1959-60, 
and  1960-61  have  been  revised  and  those  for  1961-62 
have  been  added. 

The  split  year  designated  as  1962-63  for  Northern  Hemi- 
sphere countries  indicates  crops  harvested  during  the 
late  spring,  summer,  and  fall  of  1962,  but  may  include 
some  crops,  e.g.  citrus,  with  harvests  continuing  into 
the  early  months  of  1963.  For  Southern  Hemisphere 
countries  the  split  year  1961-62  indicates  crops  har- 
vested in  the  latter  half  of  1961  and  the  first  half  of 
1962.  Data  for  .Livestock  products  are  generally  on  a 
caj.endar  year  basis  of  the  first  year  mentioned. 

Postwar  price  weights  were  used  in  computing  the  indices. 
Available  data  on  prices  in  these  countries,  including 
FAO  price  weights,  were  used  in  establishing  weights. 

The  prices  used  represent  the  average  postwar  value  of 
a metric  ton  of  each  agricultural  commodity  in  the 
various  countries  at  comparable  stages  in  the  marketing 
channels.  The  individual  commodity  price  is  expressed 


cultural  Production 


as  a percent  of  the  value  of  a metric  ton  of  wheat. 

Thus,  a metric  ton  of  barley,  with  a price  weight  of 
65,  is  equal  in  value  to  0.65  of  a ton  of  wheat. 

To  calculate  agricultural  production  indices  for  each 
country,  the  production  of  each  commodity  was  multiplied 
by  the  price  weight  and  the  resulting  aggregates  were 
summed.  The  total  aggregate  for  a given  year  was  then 
divided  by  the  aggregate  for  the  base  period  to  obtain 
the  index.  The  per  capita  indices  were  obtained  by 
dividing  the  indices  of  total  agricultural  production 
by  the  population  indices. 

The  same  procedure  was  followed  in  calculating  the  food 
production  index,  but  only  food  crops  were  used.  The 
commodities  that  were  considered  as  food  are  listed  on 
page  53.  The  total  output  of  each  edible  commodity  was 
included  in  the  food  production  index  regardless  of 
whether  or  not  it  was  all  actually  consumed  as  food. 
Similarly,  no  cognizance  was  taken  of  foreign  trade, 
seed  reserves,  waste  or  stock  carryover.  For  these 
reasons,  the  indices  of  total  and  per  capita  food 
production  are  not  to  be  regarded  as  indices  of  con- 
sumption . 

It  should  be  recognized  that  these  indices  represent 
not  only  basic  changes  in  agricultural  technology  and 
economic  development,  but  also,  in  some  instances, 
special  climatic  conditions  and  changes  in  the  political 
and  economic  situation.
